MINE JUMPED 


Bright Estate V ictim of 
P e cu lia r Act of H. D. 
Emerson 


A ripple of excitement 
was 
created 
last Tuesday on account of the attempt 
to jump the Bellwether or B rig h t mine, 
belonging to the estate of S. W. 
Bright, 
which 
is 
now 
in 
course 
o f probate. 
On that day FI. 
D. 
Emerson, 
accom­ 
panied by two others, 
repaired to the 
grounds, and staked off 
c la im s, 
and 
posted two location notices, and had the 
same placed on record. 
All 
sorts of 
rumors were afloat as soon as 
the facts 
became known; the question was asked 
on every hand what this strange action 
meant, and who were the m oving spirits 
in the scheme. 
Inasmuch a s the stakes 
were 
packed from the Ledger office, 
we 
deem it 
necessay 
to 
state that 
we were entirely ignorant o f any inten­ 
tion to locate the mine, that we do not 
approve of the act, had nothing whatever 
to do 
with its conception or execution. 
Furthermore we denounce th e act 
as 
a 
move 
bordering 
on 
insanity, 
and 
perpetrated 
from motives 
which 
are 
anything but, commendable. 
The mine in question was sold by the 
administrator recently, 
and 
the 
con­ 
firmation of the sale comes 
up before 
the superior court to-morrow. From this 
it would seem that the im pelling motive 
was to 
influence the bidding 
at 
the 
sale— in other wcrds to p reju dice the 
disposition of the property by throwing 
a cloud over the title. 
T he excuse put 
forward for the jumping act is 
that the 
mine is 
held 
under a townsite deed. 
The deed was granted in early days, and 
the property has been 
peaceably held 
under it ever since,

CAREER CLOSED 


Joseph 
Wrigglesworth 
Peacefully Laid to 
R est 


D ud in the flesh, but not in the soul, 
Dead to the living, alive in the mold; 
God in his wisdom hath taken away 
The man of the flesh that’s a spirit to ­ 
day. 


Another 
pioneer in 
the person 
of 
Joseph Wrigglesworth sr. has passed 
to 
the long-awav home. 
He was born 
in 
Russell, 
St. 
Lawrence 
county, 
New 
York, August 8, 
1838. 
He was 
of 
English extraction, 
his father having 
been born 
in 
England, 
where he w as 
married. 
Soon after this he came 
to 
New 
York, 
where 
he 
died. 
M r 
Wrigglesworth 
left 
the home of 
h is 
birth when twenty years 
old, 
in c o m ­ 
pany with one of his 
friends, 
Volney 
Ellis, for the land of gold. 
He cam e 
around the 
Horn 
to 
San 
Francisco. 
From there h e 
came to the 
thriving 
town of Sutter 
Creek, 
landing in 
the 
summer of 1858. 
He remained in C a l i ­ 
fornia for three years, when he returned 
to New 
York. 
In 1864 the draft 
to 
secure more 
soldiers began, 
and 
in 
New York resulted 
in a fierce riot. 
At 
this time his nam e fell into the lot that 
were drafted. 
By some means he was 
apprised of th e 
fact before 
he 
was 
oftlciallv notified. 
Seeing his ch an celle 
forthwith jumped a bounty, taking 
a n ­ 
other man’s place for the sum of $8U(). 
On December 30, 1865, he was married 
to Lydia 
A. 
Ames, of Herman. 
N ew 
York. 
In 
the summer 
of 1866, 
he 
and his brother George, now one of 
the 
engineers at th e Zeila mine, 
came 
by 
steamer to C alifornia, via the 
Isthm us, 
and settled in Sutter Creek, 
rem aining 
there until 18(37, when his 
wife cam e. 
Shortly after th is he went to 
V irg in ia 
City, where they remained one winter. 
From there they 
went to Truckee, 
at 
that time known as Cobern station. 
T h e 
place was soon after burned down, 
lea v ­ 
ing only 
one 
house and barber 
sh op 
standing as the weird sentinels over the 
destruction of the village. 
Like magic, 
out of the 
a sh e s 
came the town now 
known as t ruckee. 
Mr Wrigglesworth 
was there when 
the gold and 
s ilv e r 
spikes were 
driven at Ogden 
ioining 
ttie Central und Union Pacific railroads, 
forming the transcontinental line joining 
the east with the west Pacific coast. 
As 
the last spike had been driven 
and 
the 
gold and silv er 
ones were ready, 
the 
telegraph broke the l ews to Truckee. 
Suddenly bells rang, whistles blew 
and 
men und women of the place shouted 
in 
trupmh.

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Editorial Column, 


FOR A COUNTY HIGH SCHOOL, 


A petition is being circulated throughout the county re­ 
questing the supervisors to include in their election procla­ 
mation for the forthcoming general election the submission 
to a popular vote of the proposition to establish a county 
high school. The agitation was started by ladies ofSutterCreek 
but the interest in the subject • is county-wide. Amador is 
one of the very few counties in the state that is without such 
an institution of learning. We have a district high school 
•at lone, but this, however useful to the territory coucerned, 
does uot adequately meet the requirements of a centrally lo­ 
cated county high school 
The Ledger favors a county high 
school. W e are aware that some opposition may be developed 
on the ground of the increased tax rate it will be likely to 
entail. The people of the county have reason to be tender 
on this subject. They aie taxed to the limit of endurance. 
They are in no mood to stand, either with or without a high 
school, any additional financial burden. We venture the 
opinion that Amador county can support a creditable high 
school without one cent additional tax rate. We hold that 
we are fooling away—call it graft or any other name you 
please—every year enough money to defray the cost of a 
well-appointed high school. The road fund could easily be 
shorn to the extent of making up the difference, and that too 
without necessarily impairing the efficiency of road work. 
And when the issue comes to be squarely presented we hope 
this view will be insisted upon. Give us a county high 
school, but save the taxpayers by lopping off waste in road 
fund, bounty laws, costly expertiug that looks at the spiggot 
and overlooks the bunghole, and all other clogs in the way of 
good government. 
The location of the school is outside the pale of discussion 
just now. We take no stock in that selfish view that favors 
the school provided the spire of the building can be seen from 
the voter’s fireside. Let us vote the school first, and talk 
about the site afterward. 


Theodore Roosevelt as soon as he emerged from the hunting 
grounds of Africa, started a commotion. This was to be ex­ 
pected of a man of his temperament and force of character. 
The notoriety was entirely unsought and^unexpected on his 
part. In Cairo the ex-president aroused the native Egyptians 
by dwelling on the advancement of the land of the Pharoahs 
under British rule. The statements were perfectly true, for 
the Egypt of today is immeasurably ahead of its miserable 
plight under the domination of the unspeakable Turk. Still 
the home-rulers of that ancient land, who have never demon­ 
strated their capacity for self-government, took exception to 
this implied belittlement of themselyes by the exaltation of 
the foreign rulers, and a great hubub was the result. The 
speech was in reality a headlong rush into Egyptian politics, 
although the strenuous speaker had not the least idea that 
his remarks would be twisted bv the fanatical [element as a 
reflection upon the natives. The incident shows how impos­ 
sible it is for a transient visitor, however well informed 
generally, to correctly^gauge the Conflicting sentiments of a 
people by the palpable evidences of prosperity which greet 
him on every hand 
In Rome the distinguished American met with another un­ 
pleasant incident. As a matter of courtesy he proposed to 
call upon the Pope, as the head of the strongest sect of Chris­ 
tendom. The Pop; through his secretary, stated that he 
would be pleased to give hitn au audience, providing he gave 
the Methodist mission in Rome a wide berth. Of course, 
Roosevelt declined to be restricted in his actions, and the 
contemplated visit to the Vatican did uot take place. Ihis 
incident has stirred up a whole lot of discussion, in spite of 
all efforts to treat the matter as a merely personal affair. The 
conduct of Roosevelt in tliis ordeal was dignified and befitting 
and will command general approval. We look for more 
sensations during his tour of Europe, no matter how guarded 
he may be in speech and deportmeut. But Theodore Roose­ 
velt can be relied upon to prove equal to any emergency in 
upholding the honor of the American nation in his contact 
with the old world powers.

In 1876 he returned to California, ac­ 
companied by James McCullough, and 
his sister 
Martha Mitchell. 
Mrs 
Wrigglesworth remained behind. 
Soon 
after his wife and three children fob 
lowed him. They lived at Amador City 
for a short time. 
Here their youngest 
son Claude was born. 
Shortly after this, tiring of the place, 
they moved and settled upon government 
land now known as Aukum in El Dorado 
county, where he lived the balance of 
his days. 
He was the principal promo­ 
ter, builder and owner of what is known 
as the Aukum telephone company. 
It 
extends for upwards of 30 miles in 
length with numerous brunches leading 
from it. 
Mrs Wrigglewsorth has held 
the po<t office of that place since its 
inauguration, and creditably too at that. 
Mr Wrigglesworth, ‘like all of human 
kind had his faults, but he was a good 
neighbor, warm hearted and generous. 
With his passing goes another leaf from 
the tree of our existence, one too 
that has seen with other pioneers, the 
state in its babyhood, that is now evolu- 
ting into all grandeur and greatness, 
and when the pioneer leaves have been 
swept from the branches of the tree of 
primitive wilderness, the Nati/e F ms 
and Daughters only wonder when i icy 
look at the shorn branches whit ier 
hath the tree decayed, and its leaves 
hath gone, whither absorbed by the de­ 


cay of time that hath swept o’er it, 
leaving only a shadow in its place.

ofa given claim, the failure to prope-ly 
itemize said claim leads to confusion 
and uncertainty, and to one charged with 
an examination and checking up of such 
a claim gives one no sufficient informa­ 
tion on which to pass w ith certainty up­ 
on its correctness.

PREHISTORIC Smoke Nuisance 
WOMEN TALE 
At Camp Seco 


Iron Jawed and Big Nose 
Says Surgeon 
Savant 


in the museum of the Royal college of 
surgeons if a famous skull, says the 
Westminister Gazette. 
Discovered at 
Gibraltar many years ago, it has been 
agreed to be that of a human being of 
prehistoric times. 
In an interview discarding technical- 
ties. Professor Keith spoke on his con­ 
clusions formed on examination of the 
skull. 
“ The skull 1 have little doubt, is that 
of a woman,” he said. “ From the size 
of her hrain, she must 
have been 
shrewd -probably a woman, too, of con­ 
siderable spirit. 
One can reckon pretty 
accurately, also the time at which she 
lived. It must have been at least (300,­ 
000 years ago. 
“ From the jaws and the fact that the 
muscles of mastication were remarkably 
strong it is possible to deduce what this 
prehistoric woman ate. 
Nuts and roots 
probably entered verv largely into her 
diet. She was in the habit of eating 
things which required a great amount 
of mastication before much nourish­ 
ment could be derived from them— 
hence the unusual development of the 
jaw muscles. 
“ The men (300,000 vears ago were, 
without doubt, long armed. 
Their legs 
were short. 
They 
had 
abnormally 
strong, thick necks. 
It is clear, too, I 
think, tiiat their brains were far larger 
than has previously been conceded. 
It 
seems reasonably certain, too, that they 
were able to speak to each other. From 
my examination of the brain cavity of 
the skull I have been able to deduce 
quite clearly that the cells controlling 
speech were there. 
“ This woman lived at a period before 
houses were thought of. 
Some sort of 
rude shelter must have been her abode. 
And the men of this far distant age 
must have spent most of their time in 
roaming about in mobs. 
Probably they 
were hunters. And I should say they 
fished too. 
The prehistoric woman’s 
skull indicates that she had a large 
nose. Her eyes, too, must have been 
prominent. 
Her palate was a third 
larger than that of the women to-day.”

Mr Lockridge, president of the Penn 
Chemical Company sent for the copper 
smoke committee last week for a meet­ 
ing in answer to the resolution passed 
at the last public meeting granting the 
copper company 40 days to state what 
they intended to do as regards to the 
copper smoke fumes. 
Mr Lockridge 
spent half a day explaining to the com­ 
mittee the working system of their dry 
chlorination plant in Georgetown, Colo­ 
rado, also the great saving in values 
over the smelting system, which two 
points he endeavored to show the com 
mittee would be a great enough induce­ 
ment for them to Install the plant here 
nt Camp Seco bv be'ng a good financial 
investment, outside of the copper fumes 
question, which he claimed he was as 
anxious to eliminate as the committee. 
Mr Lockridge stated to the committee 
that tney wanted to get the plant at 
Georgetown started in May of this year, 
but that they would surely get it going 
by June. As soon as started they would 
ship at least 100 tons of Campo Seco 
ore and treat it there at Georgetown, and 
that if it proved successful, which he 
had every reascn, by test assays and re­ 
ports from experts, to believe it would 
do, they would immediately install a 
similar plant at Canino Seco. 
That one 
stroke, eliminating the smoke problem 
entirely as the dry chlorination plant 
has no fires whatever, all the drying 
being done by electric power. 
Mr 
Lockridge talked very fair to the com­ 
mittee at this meeting, claiming that 
he has been studying this proposition 
for three years, and the dry process was 
the best plan yet discovered, was his 
belief. While the committee made no 
promises they believe that n couple of 
months is such a short time in which to 
solve so important a problem; that un­ 
less the people insist to the contrary 
they will not ask the chairman to call 
another meeting until sometime in June 
or until the company has had time to 
make good. 
Mr Lockridge's statements 
were made both in person and writing 
to the committee.

“ Amalgaline,” designed for making 
loints in plumbing and other lead-work, 
is a very thin ribbon o f easily fusible 
metal, that, having been treated with a 
composition to prevent oxidation, 
is 
placed between the 
surfaces 
to 
be 
joined, and on the application of heat 
melts and causes the 
other metals to 
amalgamate at a tem perature below their 
normal melting-point. 
The process is 
adapted for joining brass and copper 
parts to lead pipe, u niting pieces of lead 
pipe, and many other purposes. 
Quite 
unlike ordinary soldering, 
the amalga­ 
line is claimed to pass into the surfaces 
joined by molecualr absorption, causing 
the junction to become stronger than 
other parts of the material. 
Severe 
tests have demonstrated this 
greater 
strength. 
The process is stated to give 
more economical as 
well as stronger 
work than any other, and a wide range 
of applications is foreseen. 


The reinforced macadam 
pavement 
under trial near Paris, the idea of M. 
G uiet, has a foundation of concrete 2 
inches th ic k ; and on this, 
along its 
length, are laid steel strip s 2 feet apart, 
with steel 
wires at 
a distance of 8 
inches on each side, and smaller cross­ 
w ires at intervals of 8 
inciies, 
cement 
mortar containing broken stone being 
spread thickly on th is 
reinforcement. 
The steel strips are 1)^ inches wide and 
5-16 inch thick set on edge; the main 
w ires are about 1-5 inch 
in diameter. 
The road, resembling in appearance an 
irregular stone 
paving 
with 
cement 
joints, 
costs from 81.20 to 81.40 per 
square yard, but it is expected that its 
durability and small repairs will make 
it as economical as ordinary macadam. 
The brightness of the sky is interest­ 
ing astronomers. 
The luminosity of the 
background of the sky 
proves not only 
to be greater than the total starlight, but 
the brightness varies during the night 
and from one night to another, and in­ 
creases toward the horizon. 
It has been 
suggested that besides starlight we have 
an “ earth light,” m uch of which may 
be due to a permanent aurora. 


For obtaining large 
photographs 
of 
distant objects, a lens of long focus is 
essential, and such a lens is accom­ 
modated without sacrifice of portability 
in a novel recent camera, which divides 
th e focal length into thirds, 
the light 
entering the lens being reflected by two 
m irrors 
in a Z-shaped patch to 
the 
plate. 
By this method a camera 16 
inches long provides for a iens of 48 
inches focus. 
A nother advantage 
is 
that the deficient lum inosity obtained 
w igi ordinary telephotographic cameras 
is overcome, and rapid instantaneous 
photographs may be taken, snapshots in 
1,000 of a second 
giving clear 
and 
well-defined views. 
In tests from a 
free balloon of the S w iss Aero Club, 
pictures were secured that would have 
been 
impossible with ordinary appara­ 
tus. 
From a distance o f nearly a mile, 
scenes in the Rhine valley were photo­ 
graphed, and houses, 
trees and 
men 
were distinctly brought out, although 
su c h objects were practically indistin­ 
guishable in photographs of the kind 
usuallv taken. 


Electricity is used in Germany for re­ 
moving grease from m etallic objects. 
W hen the metal is used as negative pole 
in a hot solution of potash or sodalye, 
sh ee t iron or pieces of carbon forming 
the positive, the oil is driven away in 
a few minutes. 
It was at first supposed 
that the alkali transform ed the 
fatty 
m atter into 
soap. 
Investigation 
by 
Barth, however, has show n that paraffin 
and other oily substances that cannot be 
saponified are removed very quickly by 
th e electric current, and the explanation 
seem s to be that the bubbles of hydro­ 
gen set free act mechanically to drive 
off the particle of oil. 
T he action takes 
place only when the 
fatty matter 
is 
liquid.
